R forced landing. Although the gallant Australian 
and his three comrades were forced by unexpected 
Circumstances to call at Harbor Grace in Newfound¬ 
land instead of flying direct from Ireland to New 
iYork. the voyage of the Southern Crow over this 
fcast-to-wesi Atlantic route mnat be considered a new 
and outstanding triumph. 

Cajstain Kingsford-Smith is under no misappre¬ 
hension about the commercial possibilities of passenger 
travel acrow the Allantjp with the use of the heavier- 
than-air machine. The most difficult journey has 
beea made twice by experienced aviaton; there were 
Ho passengers aboard either the Bremen or the Southern 
Cross. Several airplanes have started from this side 
and reached the other safely since Alcock and Brown 
made their great pioneering flight eleven years ago. 
Some have started, as have several from the Old 
World, only to disappear and to be heard from do 
more. Hence, as Captain Kragsford-Smilh reminds 
us, at present all such flights must be classed more or 
less as "stunts." 

This experienced airman, however, predicts that 
In the not very distant future the type of machine 
with which he it so familiar will be utilized for trans¬ 
atlantic passenger service. Nor will it do to scoff 
at the suggestion. The airplane of to-day is such a 
Vastly different contrivance from that of even ten years 
ago. its mechanism and structural details improved to 
such an extent, thaf notable feats already performed 
may be surpassed before many months have gone. 
Meanwhile, of course, flights over large expanses oi 
water will remain in the experimental stage. Apart 
from all this speculation, on the other hand, we may 
pause to take off our hats to Captain Kingsford-Smith 
and his gallant companions—by no means forgetting 
special mention of the man who kept the world in 
touch with the movements of the airplane by radio.

O F LATE YEARS FRANCE HAS SUP- 

plied the moil interesting chapters of current 
biography. We ka& had Clcmenccdu's ruthless 
summing up of life. Foch's views on the war and on 
Clemenceau, it conveyed to a journalistic friend: and 
then Clemenceau't thundering retort, which was the 
bit utterance of this unconquerable old pagan. Poin¬ 
care. too. hat written his memoirs with characteristic 
thoroughness. But pf Brisnd, the fourth great figure 
in French affairs, we have heard extraordinarily little, 
apart from his public acts, which are seldom off the 
first pages of the newspapers. A new biography of 
Brisnd, just published by Valentine Thomson, one of 
bis friends, is thus particularly interesting; and after 
the lives of three men of war, it is a refreshing contrast 
to read of a man of peace. f 

When history finally writes iu verdict on our 
times undoubtedly it will play some strange tricks with 
our estimates of men snd events, just as we have 
altered the estimates of previous generations. Foch, 
Clemenceau snd Poincare, the three Frehchmen who, 
above all others, won the war for their country, must 
always remain great figures in French annals. But 
it may well be that history will fay that Briand. in 
winning hence, did something even more difficult for 
humanity at large. 

The new biography, written by one who has been 
intimate with Briand for a long time, shows that this 
desire for peace it not a new thing with the French 
Foreign Minister, nor actuated by any political motive. 
Even in the first days of the war, when his country 
was burning with hatred against Germany, Briand 
said: "The great thing to do would be to create a 
new Europe where such aggressions would be impos¬ 
sible—the important thing would be to create n meet¬ 
ing-ground for nations." These phrases sound familiar 
now, twelve years after the war, but in those times 
ftw would have understood them, for battle appeared 
to be the only way to settle the problems of civiliza¬ 
tion. They show that Briand't mind was working 
long ago on the scheme of European federation and 
pacification, which lately he has given to the world. 
They indicate also why He has devoted post-war years, 
not to revenge 'or preparation for further hostilities, 
which were the chief (concerns of many of his col¬ 
leagues, but to the work of fruiting Europe on its feet. 
All the cheos and ceaseless change in French politics 
were insufficient to overwhelm this Homely apostle of 
peace. Cabinets could come and cabinets could go, 
but he remained a kind of perpetual French Foreign 
Minister. One figure after another appeared in o*! 1 *, 
countries to lead them for a while end then disappear, 
but Briand remained, a force to whom not only 
France, but the peace-lovers of ihe world came to 
depend upon as their friend. 

What is the secret of Briand’s unique place in 
our times) The biography in question seems to settle 
the point by showing Briand for what he essentially is
